MEMORANDUM TO 
RE: SUGGESTION #613-61 

They felt that for the other Categories, the present requirements are the minimum 
which can be placed for the following reasons: 

1. The necessity for complete/ thor ough analysis of aU^ cases on at least ; 

""an'anhual basis; . 

2. The necessity of keeping the Department advised of results of our investigation 
for its concurrence and approval in regard to those persons listed for arrest in the 
event of an emergency; 

3. To insure the proper discharge of our responsibilities to disseminate 
information to other interested government agencies. 

4. The necessity to have these cases as current as possible in the event of an 
emergency. (Under the terms of the Attorney General's regulations, individuals 
detained under the Emergency Detention Program must be given hearings within 45 
days after apprehension by U. S. Attorneys who must provide them with a summary of 
subversive information on which their detention is based, ten days prior.to the hearings. 

5. The Internal Security - Espionage Conference of May 8-3,. 1S61, felt there 
should be no change in the present requirements. - . . 

The Training and Inspection Division agrees with the views of the 
Domestic Intelligence Division that the suggestion should not be adopted for reasons 
outlined above. 

RECOMMENDATION: That the suggestion not be adopted. On approval no further action 
is necessary as the suggester was thanked by prior letter.

The Conference noted that on occasions the field is required 
to conduct surveys dealing with subversives employed in, or members 
I of labor unions. The Conference expressed the opinion that if a 
1 subiect*^SUbor union affiliation could be shown on^ the Security Index 
cards, it would be most helpful to the field in conaucting these 
surveys. 

OBSERVATIONS ; 

In some instances we presently show labor union affiliation 
an the- part of Security Index subjects but no specific requirement 
presently exists that such be done in all instances. The addition 
ftf this information to our fNCCUrity Index cards would be of value 
primarrly to the field and can be accomplished., 

ACTION ;^ 

(1) If you agree, there is attached a proposed SAC^ Letter 
containing appropriate instructions. This matter can be handled in 
connection with the semiannual verification of residences ana-

The Conference considered our present requirements with 
respect to the submission of periodic reports in Security Index (SI) 
cases. Present requirements call for quarterly reports in the case 
of top functionaries, semiannual reports in the case of key figures 
and annual reports in the case of other SI subjects. 

The Conference felt that because of the necessity for thorougl: 
and complete analysis of all SI cases on at least an annual basis, 
because of our dissemination responsibilities ana necessixy for having 
these cases in as current a status as practicable should an emergency 
occur, the above requirements are sound and that no change should be 
made therein. 

The Conference discussed the possibility of using a. form- type 
report in those instances in which the report consists of only 
verification of residence and employment and negative checks with 
confidential informants. ■ \ 

The Conference felt that because of the limited number of report 
of this nature form reporting should not be adopted because (a) the ^ 
reports in question are never more than two pages in length, (b) form 
reporting would merely eliminate the synopsis, (c) it woulci be an 
exception to current standardized reporting" ixroccaures-'aTic (d) wheir 
these reports must be disseminated it v.ould not appear that a form - 
report vsould have the appearance or would be as well received as a ^ ' 
typewritten report. ,

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of 
security work by analyzing the backlog of pending cases and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter and 
• foreir-n intelligence cases in classifications 65, 100 and 105. 
Status of these cases as of September 30, 1961, is set forth oelow. 

In September, there was a decrease in pending active 
matters in the entire field in the security classifications from 
18,650 to 18,551. Delinquent matters decreased froni 1,611 to 
1,596.

Current practice calls for tne field to add the file 
nSmLr oTreceTpt^f the cards in the field and to have it done at the Bureau would 
save clerical time in the field. . 

Adding the notation that a photo is available to SI cards is vmnecessary 
since a copy of the available photograph is attached to each 51 card in the Geographical 
Section of the field Security Index. 

Adding the precincts of residence and employment to SI cards has 
■ limited appUcation. Current instructions require the Geographical Section of the SI 
to be maintained by each office broken down by residence address as needed by each 
office. For example, it is broken down by state, county, and city ana if the physical 
make-up of the city warrant, into boroughs, suburbs, or precincts. Since the needs 
of each office vary greatiy, it should not be mandatory to show precincts on bl caras.
